Musmanno’s Plea KOd By U.S. Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
U. S. Supreme Court today re­ 
fused to hear a complaint by 
Pennsylvania 
Supreme 
Court 
Justice Michael A. Musmanno 
that alleged errors in counting 
votes cost him the Democratic 
nomination for the U.S. Senate. 


Musmanno had asked for a 
special term of court to con­ 
sider his claim that 5,624 votes 
cast on voting machines in Phil­ 
adelphia were improperly void­ 
ed 
by 
the 
County 
Elections 


Board. The Philadelphia Court 
of Common Pleas and the state 
Supreme Court ruled 
against 
him. 


If the votes had been counted 
as 
Musmanno 
claimed 
they 
should 
have 
been, 
he 
would 
have won. 


Genevieve Blatt, state Inter­ 
nal Affairs Secretary, was de­ 
clared the winner in the close 
contest 
and 
has 
started 
her 
campaign to unseat Republican 
incumbent Sen. Hugh Scott. 


The disputed votes were cast 
in a blank row on machines in 
a number of wards in Philadel­ 
phia. 


Miss 
Blatt 
won 
the 
hotly- 
contested election by 491 votes 
and began her campaign Sept. 5 
after being certified as the win­ 
ner by the state Elections bu­ 
reau. 


Musmanno was sitting with

Pittsburgh when he learned of 
the high court’s action. 


His private secretary was no­ 
tified of the decision by the 
United Press International and 
she went into the courtroom 
and advised the justice.

Ride A Bike? 
Obey The Law, 
Auto Club Says 


The “code of the road”—safe 
and sensible driving at all 
times — applies to bike riders 
as well as to automobile and 
truck operators, Keystone Au- 
tomobile Club said today in 
an appeal to cyclists to do 
their part. in cutting down 
highway hazards. 
Bicycle Laws and a Bicycle 
Code were drawn up by safe­ 
ty experts in 
a 
nationwide 
campaign against accidents, 
the club pointed out. 
Many Unknown 
"These laws and the code 
govern the use of bikes on 
public highways and thorough­ 
fares, but too often they’re dis­ 
regarded or even unknown to 
many persons,” said Edward 
P. Curran, safety director of 
the club. " It’s very impor­ 
tant that parents make cer­ 
tain that their children realize 
that when riding their bikes 
in traffic they are responsible 
for their own safety and for 
that of others. 
"Bike riders are required 
to obey all traffic signals and 
signs, use proper hand signals 
for turns, ride on the right 
side of highways close to the 
curbs, park in a safe place, stop 
and render assistance in case 
of an accident and report to 
police, assume 
liability 
for 
dam ages resulting from care­ 
less and negligent operation 
of bikes when other parties 
are not guilty of negligence, 
stop 
while 
passengers 
are 
boarding and alighting from 
street cars, and keep bikes in 
safe operating condition. 
Forbidden by Law 
"Bike riders are forbidden by 
law to hitch on or hold fast to 
any other vehicle, carry an 


extra passenger on the handle­ 
bars or any other part of the 
bike, engage in any trick or 
fancy riding on highways, or 
ride bike on sidewalks unless 
local ordinances direct oth­ 
erwise. 
"Strict observance of the 
code and laws by all bike rid­ 
ers will go a long way to­ 
ward making highways safer 
for all who use them ,” Cur­ 
ran declared.

Curriculum 


Set At Boehm 


The 
science 
department 
at 
Charles H. Boehm High School 
in Lower Makefield has 
an­ 
nounced the institution of a new 
biology curriculum, the Biologi­ 
cal Sciences Curriculum Study- 
Special Materials. 
Still in the testing stages, the 
program is designed to meet the 
individual needs of students in 
the ninth grade Biology pro- 
gram. 
Biological concepts are devel­ 
oped by means of class discus­ 
sion, 
laboratory 
experiments, 
field work and selected read­ 
ings. The program is now in 
its first full year of operation, 
with Boehm being a pilot school 
in the program. 
The curriculum was designed 
by the BSCS of Boulder, Colo., 
a group comprised of Science 
educators and biologists actively 
engaged in research. Psycholo­ 
gical Testing Corp. of New York 
is involved with diagnostic eval­ 
uation of the students’ progress. 
All teachers engaged in the pro­ 
gram send feedback to the com­ 
mittee. 
This program is an offshoot 
of the original three versions 
developed by the BSC S which 
has already proven highly suc­ 
cessful nationally. 
All 
Penns­ 
bury secondary schools teach 
the green version. This new pro­ 
gram is not designed to supp­ 
lant any of the three versions, 
but, rather to expand the pro­ 
gram’s ability to meet individual 
differences, the school said. 
Miss Dorothy Alice Sazama, 
who has been with the Penns­ 
bury Schools for seven years, 
is the instructor for this now 
program. She has taught the 
green version at Boehm and 
has also instructed other Science 
teachers at Boston University in 
the successful implementation of 
the program. 
Miss Sazama attended a brief­ 
ing session on this program in 
Denver, Colo., this past sum­ 
mer.
